and which refers to the Ministry's decree cf 3 ifarch 1949 establishing long- 

term workers! Urigades composed cf employees for state administration, distribut- 
ing agencies, banks, insurance ccmpanies, and trades, for the purpose of eliminat 
ing bottlenecks in the 1949 production program... The cireular letter criticizes 
some of the methods used by subordinate. authrities in carrying cut these in= 
structions, The overs of private enterprises are exempt from these labor 


' brigades but may voluntarily offer their services. The deadline for drafting 


workers is cxtended to 15 May 1949. 


Departuent AeIII/2 cf the Ministry of Labor and Social ‘elfare has issued a 
report, dated 20 April1949, regarding controlled wages and salaries in Czecho- 
slovekie. This report contains data on the revisions carried cut by individual 
firms, and it is evident from it that in spite cf the wage scale set by the 
government, “biack" wages are still being paid throughout Czechoslovakia, The 
liinistry compleins that the authorities at the Jachymov uranium mines have not 
been permitted te ccntrol the nages of workers employed in the mines, and 
according to unofficial reports some of the workers are earning as mach as 
15,000 to 32,000 Kes. .er mor.th. This is proving detrimental to the morale of 


employees of other industries in that region, since they f-el that they 
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are being treated unfairly, 


5s Complaints are being nade by Poles who work as servants, form hands, and 
grooms on state farms that their wages are not sufficient to cover even 
basic living expenses. This is confirmation that the long-proclained 
plan to introduce cheap Polish labor into Czechoslovakia in order to 
alleviate the shortage of agricultural workers has been carried out. 
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
